LONDON, > July.” 29.—Thée famous 
Waterloo Bridge may: fall into the- 
river thif year, the London County 
Council was told yesterday by C. A 
G. Manning, who ‘pointed out that it. 
would place\ South London in danger 
if’ 80,000. toris of masonry suddenly 
collapsed into the Thames. 

The: County Council explained that 
its engineers were watching — the 
bridge night.and day, and there was: 
no signs of immediate necessity for 
closing it. 

Thousands of Londoners use the 
Waterloo Bridge each day, and Mr. 
Manning’s warning has severely 
frightened many of them. While the 
engineers deny that there is cause 
for alarm just yet, they admit. that 
the bridge slowly is sinking. 

Almost hourly examinations will be 
made to determine the exact condi- 
tion of the historic structure and at 
the first sign of collapse one of Lon- 
don’s greatest bridges will be closed.

WASHINGTON; July 29.—A _ retired 
army officer of high rank, it became 
known here today, is in all probability 
destined to become the right hand man 
of General Lincoln C. Andrews under

The name of the aid, who is expected 
to act as the General's “eyes and ears” 
in. the enforcement work, has not been 
madé kriown,; but it is undérstood that 
the man General Andrews has in mind 
would’ take dver & large share of the 
administrative work 4f prohibition dnd 
might ‘occasionally dd ‘some work in the 
field. It is also probable that the aid

Indications are that several other 
retired army. officers will also be as- 
signed places in the new prohibition plan 
to be Introduced about Sept. 1, some of 
them probably as administrators, partic- 
ularly in districts in New York and-other 
big centres where serious problems arise 
from time to time in the enforcement 
of the law. 

Considers Stricter Border Patrol. 

Consideration of plans was renewed 
today by General Andrews to reinforce 
the customs -border patrols to prevent 
smuggling. Tréasury officials say that 
the losses In duties through smuggling 
run as h as $15,000,000 a year. Long 
stretches of the border, both on the 


‘north. and the south, now are .unpro- 


tected. The border patrols are to.- be 


enlarged in accordance with recommen-/ 


dations made by Customs Collectors. 
Special endeavors will be made to pre- 
vent. rum smuggling at Canadian, points, 
notably’ in the Detroit River and St. 
Clair Lake, while officials will be more 
watchful of transport in the territory 
contiguous to Rouse’s Point, N. Y., and 


St. Albans, Vt. In the patrol of the 
northern border motor cars and ‘motor 


boats will be employed, in accordance 
with atrangements’ about to be per- 
fected by General Andrews.

Sinnott, at the time he invested the 
$200. in the ‘business less than three 
years ago, was 22 years old. 


Sinnott & Canty have been the agents 
in boriding contractors on MayorHylan's 
school constructfon, program for $24,410,- 
518, according to a table of Sinnott + 
Canty’s activities in the school fieid, 
trade public. by Deputy ‘Controller 
Charles F. Kerrigan yesterday, a8. the

Sherman law. The investigation into the 
alleged attempt of the defendants to 
restrain the trade in fish was begun 
niné days ago by Major David <A. 
L’ Esperance and Joseph F.:Kroppy, spe- 
cial assistants, to the Attorney General, 
and Assistant United Statem@District At- 
torney Alexander B. Royce, head of the 
special bureau organized by United 
States Attorney aie to ' prosecute 
Sierman law violatio: 

Evidence presented before thé ‘Grand 
Jury was to the effect that the de- 
fendants did a business in fresh water 
fish exceeding $20,000,000 a year, that 
there were only two or three other con- 
cerns in the city similarly_engaged and 
that the defendants therefore practical- 
ly had a monopoly of the business here. 

The indictments allege that-the eigh- 
teen corporations and the twelve’ indi- 
viduals had combined to control the 
price of fish by agreeing. upon the price 
to be paid to fishermen, and that they 
had further agreed to boycott fisaermen 
and others who sold fish to independent 
dealers. 


Say They Reached Consumers. 


It is also alleged that the combination 
controlled the prices paid by consumers 
in this city by fixing the prices re- 
tailers should pay. It is charged that 
any wholesale dealer who did not-live 
up-to the terms of the agreement was 
boycotted and, that similar punishment 
Wwas~ meted out to any retailer who 
bought fish of a wholesaler outside./of 
the alleged combine.

By this time Ernest Hagkwist; kitchen 
clerk, raninto the street and called 
Lincoln Park’ Policemen Clarence Dalof 
and John Kelly. As the.two policemen 
entered Holmes flew at them in a 
drunken rage.

Should Not Be, Enjoined, 
Justice Guy Rules. 


DRIVER AIRS GRIEVANCE 


Suspended by Daly After He Com- 
plained to Hylan, Plaintiff in 
Anjunction: Suit Says. 


Supreme Court Justice. Charles.L. Guy 
issued an order yesterday requiring Po- 
lice Commissioner Enright to show cause 
why an injunction should not be issued 
enjoining the Police Department from 
exercising the. power of supervision over 
taxicabs conferred ,by.

“IT remembered Mayor Hylan saying at 
one time that if any citizen found fault 
with any of the city departments he had 
only to call the Mayor’s attention to his 
grievance to secure relief. I was sus- 
pended by Commissibner Daly because 
a passenger that I drove from: the New 
York side of the Brooklyn Bridge to 
Park. Avenue and Ejighty-ninth Street 
complained that the fare, $2.15, was ex- 
orbitant. I-was driving a 25-cents-a- 
mile cab, with a meter that had ‘been 
passed by the city inspectors only two 
weeks before. Commissioner Daly, with- 
out giving me a chance to prove that 
the meter was correct, suspended me for 
ten days on July 10, and made my em-

C.F. Masterman, ex-Chancellor of 
the Duchy of Lancaster, writing in The 
Evening ‘Standard, recalis revelations 
made by ‘Canon Maccoll, an intimate 
friend of Glaastone at the time of the 
latter’s death, concerning his lifelong 
work for unfortunate women. The Canon 
told how when Gladstone -was Chancellor 
of the Exchequer in 1853, a Post Office 
clerk saw him ‘permit a street walker to 
speak to him and tried to blackmail him.

“‘Perhaps: you are right’ to repel such 
women. I never like to, I have come 
across terrible tragedies in that way and 
pérhaps have been able to do a little 
good.

TWO BLADES OF GRASS FOR ONE. 

Missourians have acquired an exag- 
gerated reputation for desiring to be 
shown. - There was atime, perhaps, 
when they were a little more “ sot in 
their ways ’’.than most of their neigh- 
bors, but a deep distrust of “ new- 
fangled notions’’ has long been a 
characteristic of our rural population, 


whether in Missouri or up-State New 


York or even in Tennessee.’ For this 
reason the work of the Federal farm 
agents, described in erday’s 
Trmes by Mr. FRANK Bon, is of 
unusual value. It is, of course, pri- 
marily educational and séeks to wean 
the farmer away from his old rule-of- 
thumb methods. It does this, how- 
ever, not by lecturing but simply by 
demonstration—by taking a few acres 
of ground in a county and working 
them according to ‘the latest scientific 
methods. . When, at harvest time, the 
county agent can show twice the yield 
per acre obtained on neighboring 
farms—a not uncommon increase in 
the more backward parts of the coun- 
try—he has carried the day. There- 
after the farmers come to him and 
eagerly follow his: suggestions. The 
agent has ‘‘ shown ”’ them. Tifiey are 
convinced. 

The United States has been slowly 
passing out of the stage of pioneer 
agriculture. In many regions and in 
certain specialized branches” of farm- 
ing there has been great progress in 


mechanics—the use of tractors, elec- | 


tric milkers and all manner of labor- 
saving machinery. But the South 
and East, longer under cultivation and 


with less advantageous topographical’ 


features than the .West, have not 
profited to the full extent by these 
developments. The problem of labor 
and labor-saving devicés, to be sure, 
has: been generally constant. Farm- 
ers in the older States, however, have 
been -handicapped by the--weight of 
traditions. Their high regard for do- 


ing things as their forebears had done. 


made them skeptical about so-called 
** scientific ’’ 4arming. It is curious 
to note that in parts of up-State New 
York the well-known fallibility of of- 


ficial weather forecasters served to " 


enhance this distrust. If scientists, 
they argued, were so. generally wrong 
about the weather, why should they 
be right about new ways of farming? 
Better stick to ‘‘ Dad’s’’ ways. He 
knew more than these smart young- 
sters from Washington. 
And yet the work of introducing bet- 
ter breeds of live stock and of teach- 
ing the lessons of proper fertilization 
and other systems developed as a we- 
sult. of scientific ‘study is of capital 
importance to the éntire country. It 
means not only greater. comfort and 
prosperity for many»individual farm- 
ers, but also greater wealth for the 
nation as a whole. Through. the 
county agents this instruction is be- 
ing carried right into the fields. The 
Department of Agriculture wisely is 
doing much to interest the children, 
on the theory that they will in time 
be ready. to profit from ‘the lessoiis 
which the Government ‘is ready, to 
give them.: “It has organized ‘* big 
clubs’’ and oth ). encouraged 
boys and girls to enter into local con- 
tests for the biggestand best yields | 
of crops. on a. small scale.

To keep their courage up, to sleep 0’ 
nights, its statesmen have agreed 
upon a prescription for ‘world peace, 
security, arbitration and limitation of

(to quote General Mavrics) *‘ the 
‘total number of armed mem in Eu-| 
‘ rope today ts approxiniately the 
same.as it was in'1913,”" although 
the German Army has been reduced 
from 866,000 to 100,000. It is not re- 
assuring to be told by him that the 
French Army, supposed by many to 
be the weapon of a calculating mili-

by about 100,000 men. The comple- 
ment is now 675,000, of which the 
number of Frenchmen is 435,000, the 
rest ‘being colonials of color. It 4s 
not reassuring -because the § great 
strength of the Continental armies 
seven years after the armistice still 
has to be explained. That is done by 
counting the troops of the new na- 
tions “carved out. of the peace 

treaty ’’ and Russia’s standing army 
of 800,000 men, and adding them to 
the war establishments of France and 
Italy. Poland, Rumania,. Finland, 
Yugoslavia and Czechoslovakia are 
armed camps because “they see 
“themselves surrounded by neigh- 
‘* bors from whom territory has been 
‘* taken, and they have in their own 
borders large minorities of other 
‘*fnations.”” But General Maurice 
does say something to moderate panic 


‘| fears when he declares that “ a care- 


“ful examination of .the German 
“note' shows that breaches [of the 
“Treaty of Versailles] are not such 
“as to make Germany at the present 
** time, ‘or in the near future, a for- 
“‘midable military power.’’ There is 
relief, too, in his assurance that the 
Russian Army has neither the means 
of' transportation nor sufficient -air- 
planes, field guns and other modern 
equipment to be a menace. 

In such a situation the United States 
should be a factor in bringing about 
limitation of land armaments, but the 
European nations cannot see this 
country in that light.. This seems to 
be paradoxical: until it is perceived 
that the United States has the smallest 
army in proportion to its population. 
It is down to the irreducible minimum. 
The United States cannot offer to 
reduce its land forces if other na- 
tions will agree to cut down theirs. 
As General Maurice -points .out, the 
size of the army of the United States 
“has no international significance.” 
To this country, should it urge reduc- 
tion in land armaments in Europe, it

‘in charge of the story.’’ It was: his 
practice at national conventions to can- 
vass the delegates of each State every 
day, and on the result of this canvass 
he very often wag able to predict’ not 
only the winner, but approximately the 
vote by States. At this convention Ne- 
braska was one of the States which 
Mr. Dunnell assigned to me. 

All of us had been at the St. Louis 
convention which nominated M : 
and ‘there I had met Mr. Bryan, who 
was writing for The Omaha World- 
Herald. 

The situation. in Chicago was boiling 
hot. As goon as the silver delegates 
arrived I went to their headquarters for 
information as to the choice of the free 
silver men for a candidate and as to 
their claims to seats in the convention. 
The man in charge of headquarters in- 
troduced me to an Omaha newspaper 
man who thanced ‘to be in the room, 
who knew the whole story of the con- 
testing delegations, and from the fact 
that he/was a newspaper man would 
know exactly the information’ that -I 
wanted and could give it to me just as 
streight as the secretary of the delega- 
tion. 

Accordingly, I had a long talk with 
the newspaper man, whose name I have 
forgotten. He told me some of the de- 
tails of the contest as it had arisen in 
the selection of delegates, and added 
‘that the silver delegates would certainly 
be’ seated in the convention because a 
majority of the National Committee, 
which was passing on the credentials 
for the preliminary roll, were free-silver 
men. : 

When he was asked whether Nebraska 
would probably support Bland of Mis- 
souri, Boies of Iowa or some other can- 
didate, he said: 

“There has been no formal action 
taken as to the candidate, but neither 
Boies nor Bland will be nominated. The 
man who will be the candidate of this 
convention is William.J. Bryan of Ne- 
braska. You can put that down as a 
sure thing.’’ : 

I asked if that was the Bryan who 
had been in Congress, whom I had seen 
at the St. Louis’ convention at the re- 
porters’ table in the Southern Hotel, and 
he said it was. He was a very able 
‘citizen, he said, one of'the leading silver 
delegates, and he would be seated in the 
convention, and before the voting was 
done would be made the candidate of the 
party for the Presidency. 

I did not take it very seriously, but 
thought it was the enthusiasm of a 
neighbor for Bryan. 

My memory is that I reported to Mr. 
Dunnell what the Omaha newspaper 
man had told me, and he dismissed it 
with: a remark that you “could hear 
anything two or three days before a 
national convention met.’ 

The third day of the convention came 
and the debate on the platform. When 
‘Bryan: had ended his speech with’ the 
“Cross of Gold’’ peroration, and the pa- 
rade of the silver delegates with their 
State banners was grouping around the 
Nebraska standard, Dunnell, who was a 
veteran at national conventions, point- 
ing to the gathering standards, said: 

“It looks as if this convention has 
found its Garfield.’’

Pan-American Relatiogs Improve. 


At: the round table on Latin-American 
affairs Dr. .Leo S. Rowe, Director Gen- 
eral of the Pan American Union, said 
that . American, investments in Latin- 
American industrial enterprises, exclu- 
sive of Government loans, had increased 
from $1,600,000,000 in 1912 to $3,150,- 
000,000 in 1925. This economic penetra- 
tion, he asserted, had had a beneficial 
influence because of ‘the higher stand- 
ards which have accompanied the 
greater flow of capital. 

“Since the beginning of the present 
century,’* he said, ‘‘we have advanced 
_from a period of adventure to a period 

of permanent investment in Latin- 
America. A new type of enterprise, 
carrying with it a new type of indi- 
vidyal,, hag developed. When a man 
simply seeks a concession for the pur- 
pose of selling it, he is little interested 
in the country in which he seeks that 
contession. When, however, he invests 
ynillions of dollars in his enterprise, the 
good-will of the country and the people 
becomes an important factor in the suc- 
cess of the enterprise. Thus a new re- 
lationship is developed. 

“Taday American enterprises | are per- 
forming a very great service to the 
countries in which they are operating. 
This result has been due in large part 
to coventoned self-interest. 

‘One of the most important influences 
that-have contributed toward the growth 
of better feeling is the higher moral 
and economic standards that character- 
ize the activities of American companies 
in Latin America. The companies op- 
orotng in Latin America have become 
interested in improving .the economic 
and social conditions of the laboring 
classes and have contributed powerfully 
toward that end.’’ 


Reeves Speaks for a Free Press. 
Dr. Jesse S. Reeves, professor of po- 
litical science, University of Michigan, 
at his round table on ‘“‘international jus- 
tice,’” emphasized the importance of a 


free press upon international justice. 
Disagreeing with Walter Lippmann’s 
view that the Government should act 
as a news collecting agency, he said 
that Government news was always ‘‘sus- 
péect.”” The privately owned press, he 
went on, should never be under the con- 
trol of ‘‘the interests.’’ 

Dr. Reeves pointed out that the ten- 
dency toward consolidation of newspa- 
pers over large areas was very signi- 
ficant, as it meant~the molding of 
larger and larger portions of public 
opinion in the same way. 

rofessor Reeves said that a “world 
conscience,’”” which was ‘‘elusive, yet 
powerful,’’ spoke through public opinion. 
He quoted Woodrow. Wilson: ‘‘We seek 
world justice through the organized 
opinion of mankind.’’ When a_subject 
transcends local affairs and affects the 
common interests of the whole world, 
Professor Reeves went on, it becomes a 
world affair, and marks the beginning 
of international police power. i 

‘‘Perhaps,’’ he continued, ‘‘the leader 
of nations is the beginning of interna- 
tional police power.” 

“Tt is easy,’’ he said, ‘‘to turn to the 
results of the war and say that as the 
world. lives today there is little of 
equity or justice in the relationship of 
States. . That force still rules the world, 
that force is the negation of justice 
and that submission.to the moral law, 
ag expressed in the legal relationship of 
States, is conditioned by the distribu- 
tion of physical forces in the world—ak 
this we hear constantly. 

“Against it may be rehearsed the list 
of definite accomplishments in the 
world. | Piracy has become an interna- 
tional crime. The high seas ‘in time 
of peace, despite the second of the 
Fourteen Points, have become orderly 
avenues of communication among all 
people. The slave traffic has become 
another international crime. The white 


slave traffic has been put under the 


ban. International conventions are 
helping to protect and to improve ‘the 
conditions of labor, the Red Cross and

nized. 

“Let us not forget those unknown and

ence of the Prime Minister, who was 
still game despite his arduous forenoon.

They are British men and their British 
wives will be behind them. If the min- 
ers are permitted to go out this time, 
if four leading industries in the country 
go out with em, and if the whole 
strength of the trades union organiza- 
tion stands by their side, there will be 
no end to the struggle but one end, and 
the coal owners as owners will not be 
here to see it. They will have lit their 
fire and perished in their own flames.’’ 

Sir Hall Caine also addresses a warn- 
ing to the miners, as follows: 

“But it is not they aloné who will have 
perished, and neither will it be the 
coal owners only who will be to blame. 
The miners and some of. their leaders 
have behaved no less criminally in head- 
ing toward a national calamity. And 
therein Hes the most tragic side of the 
present dispute.’’ 

Serious disturbances occurred-today in 
the Ammanford district of South Wales, 
where;the anthracite miners are strik- 
ing. ‘Following the decision of the 
strikers’ committee to withdraw the 
safety men from the mines the manage- 
ments billeted their administrative staffs 
in buildings near the mines in readiness 
to maintain the boilers and pumps.

Consider- 
able damage was done and the men 
threateried to renew the attacks, but the 
situation was eased by a telegram from 
the Miners’ Federation urging the 
strikers to permit the gsafety men -to 
continue their employment.

LUTHER EXPLAINS 


Tells American Visitors Berlin’s 
Reservations‘on Proposed Com- 
pact Are Misunderstood. 


PEACE WITH HONOR HIS AIM 

Ex-Governor of East Africa Says 

Germany Wants Share in League 
Mandate System.

BERLIN, July 29.—The international 
security compact now in process of ne- 
gotiation must be one which protects 
Germany ‘‘from participation in future 
armed conflicts which the highly strung 
state of general armament may pro- 
voke’’. and consequently does not obli- 
gate her to permit the passage of for- 
eign troops across her territory under 
Article 16 of the League of Nation’s 
covenant. 

So Changellor Luther informed more 
than 100 Americans at a receptioon at 
his offi¢ial ‘restdence this morning. 
The American visitors, who are largely 
clergymen and publicists, are headed by 
Professor Sherwood Eddy. They were 
presented to the Chancellor by. Ambas- 
irador Schurman, 

Chancellor Luther’s speech ran in part 
as follows: 

“In this room,. ladies and gentlemen, 
we are on historic soil. Here Bismarck 
lived and worked, and in this chamber 
was held the famous conference after 
the Russo-Turkish war, at which he 
presided, and the results of which Dis- 
raeli defined with the historic words, 
‘Peace with honor.’ 


His Own Guiding Principle ‘ Also. 
“Peace with honor can likewise be 


present German ~Governmént’s ‘foreign 
policy. This aim can be accomplished 
only if mutual: respect among the na- 
tions is restored; in other words, if 
arbitrary action on the part of Govern- 
ments is excluded and the principle of 
equal. rights among the nations in mat- 
ters’ material and ideals is assured ”’ 
In these phrases. thé Chancellor con- 
veyed a’ clear warning to France that 
the Reich rejects any guarantee treaty 
which confirms the French right to ini- 
tiate individual coercive action’ against 
Germany in the event of future German 
non-fulfiliment of the Versailles Treaty. 
He declared that despite the heavy 
burdens reparations, complete dis- 
armament and foreign eccupation “we, 
in the interest of universal peace, have 
announced our willingness to enter 
agreements with our, ex-adversaries 
which are to exclude the settlement of 
differences by armed force.’ 
Considerabie difficulties, he went on, 
alyeady confronted Germany’s project, 
notably Article 16 of the League Cov- 
enant, of the German reservation, to 
which he said: 
‘ “This reservation has been frequently 
misunderstood abroad or wilfully mis- 
quoted. It is not.our intention to com- 
plicate and retard the prgcess of restor- 
mg the political balance, “which is indis- 
pensable to world peace, by raising the 
question of universal disarmament as 
provided by the Versailles Treaty, 
though moral justification for such a 
step could hardly be- denied.’ We like- 
wise by no means wish to exclude our- 
selves. from. cooperation in the tasks 
of the League. Our point is only. this: 
“As long as.Germany is disarmed and 
other. nations are in a state of the full- 
est armament we.wish to be exempted 
from participation in any future con- 
flicts which this highly strung state of 
general armament may provoke. 


Says Nothing Is Back of Reservation. 


‘There are no afterthoughts behind our 
reservation. All we want is to give our 
people, so heavily stricken by the recent 
war, a safe guarantee of future peace. 


I do ‘not think this reservation in justice 

or equity could be denied us. 
“American statesmen and leaders al- 

ways have’ been foremost in proclaiming 


jthe principles of justice and equity in 


the intercourse of nations.. Only a few 
days ago that great American pioneer 
and champion of the international arbi- 
tration idea, William Jennings Bryan, 
passed away. His work and that. of 
men of a similar trend of mind in all 
countries already have accomplished a 


justice among nations.

The mine workers today asked the op- 
erators to write into the new contract a 
provision for the five-day week and .the 
eight-hour day, with time and a. half 
for overtime. They insisted on the 
shorter work week, they said, because of 
the hazards of the.industry, saying that 
the elimination of the sixth day of work 
would lessen’ the nervous -tension of the 
underground workers. 

International Vice President’ Philip 
Murray explained that the.minetworkers 
did not object to working beyond the 
eight-hour period in case of emergency, 
but that they desired to discourage over- 
time and therefore demanded. time and 
a half as a punitive rate. They were 
sure that enough coal could be mined in 
a five-day week to meet the require- 
ments of the industry. ‘ 

“A provision calling for an equaliza- 
tion of all rates was written into our 
agreement by the Thompson arbitration 
of i920,’’ said Mr. Murray, after the 
conference today. ‘‘We sought to prove 
today that when a provision was in- 
corporated in the 1920 contract it was 
understood that the operators would 
raise the wages of the men,who received 
the lower rates up to those receivin a 
the higher rates. At that time Sa 
D. Warriner and W. J. Richards, ites of 
the leading operators, agreed to the 
principle and in many, instances when 
the matter was called to their attention 
at Conciliation. Board meetings they 
Nave equalized the rates. 


Want Rates Equalized. .

Tomorrow the miners will argue for 
their demand that their wages be based 
on a ton of 2,240 pounds instead of a 
yardage and car basis as at present. 

It is asserted by the miners that a 
disproportionate amount of weight is 
deducted for refuse loaded into the cars 
with the coal and that in some cases 
mfaers are paid at the rate of two tons 
for every three-ton car they load. The 
miners’ ton is 3,160 gy and the 
workers ask that they be paid at the 
rate of 2,240 pourlds a ton’ and not at 
the fo r rate.

NEOLITHIC SKELETON 
IS FOUND IN RUSSIA 


Burial Estimated at 5,000 Yedrs 
* Ago—Other Discoveries at 
Site of Old Tartar City.

~ MOSCOW, July 29.—Extremély valu- 
able archaelogical discoveries have been 
made recently by the Soviet State 
Museum, which is.carrying on excava- 
tion work in several regions. Reports 
reached Moscow today of the discovery 
in the vicinity of Irkutsk of a Neolithic 
necropolis with a well-préserved skele- 
ton of a Neolithic man buried more than 
5,000 years ago, and over 2,000 objects 
belonging to the Neolithic. period. The 
skeleton is fairly well preserved, Among 
the objects found scattered near it were 
many polished stone implements, flint 
arrows and stone hammers fashioned 
similar to those of North American In- 
dians. Animal bones werg also found, 
indicating that Neolithic: man had do- 
mesticated cattle. 

Another valuable discovery was of an 
ancient Tartar city near the town of 

* Narovtshat, in the Pensea, Governmen- 
tal district. The city,. which existed 
during the period of the ‘'Golden Horde’ 
in the thirteenth century, occupied four 
square kilometers. Within the city was 
found the original sepulchre “Of Finnish 
origin, in which were several bodies 
twisted in a peculiar manner, Such 
method of burial, according to Russian 
scientists, was known in very ancient 
cultures. 

On the bodies were found a number 
of peculiar buckles and iron knives, and 
near by were clay pots of an ancient 
Bulgarian type. On the outskirts of the 
city was discovered Tartar brick works 
which manufactured lime and alabaster, 
A quantity of clay vessels, tiles and 
coins also were found. 

During the excavation work in the re- 
gion of ancient tumuli near the village 
of Shestovitia, situated twelve miles 

_ from .Tshernigoff on the right bank of 
the River Desna, was discovered sev- 
eral, tombs revealing the burial customs 
of northern Slavs hitherto unknown to 
archaeologists. “There were two types of 
burial—by cremation and by interment— 
in tumoli. Of thefirst type were found 
traces of the stakes on which the bodies 
were burned, Among the embers were 
found pots filled .with earth, charred 
bones and household articles. Iron and 
copper ornaments scattered in various 
Spots are supposed to have béen worn 
at the time of cremation. 

Another tomb contained the body of a 
northern aristocrat, with the body of a 
ag woman near by, who is supposed 

have been killed in order to keep 
him company in the world beyond the 
grave. She lay on her back, her head 
reclining ys Pa breast, embraeing him 
with the t hand. Iron swords and 
yf ‘Weapons were deposited near their 
sides 

The man’s body was tied with an em- 
broidered girdle, the shoes were silver 
embroidered and on one of- his fingers 
was a beautiful silver ring of Oriental 
craftsmanship. On the woman’s body 
was found a bead necklace with silver 
half-moons of the same. craftsmanship 
as the man’s g. -Tied to her girdle 
were iron’ scfjuors. . Near. the bodies 
were discovered daggers, sacrificial pots, 
a bundle of iron arrows, irdén bnekiés 
and a diadem ornamented with silver 

\ braid. At the f of the man .was 
Duried. his slain horse, 

Since the burial was distinctly of a 
Dagan character, it is estimated as hay- 
ing. taken place 1,000 years ago.

Was Not Divorced From 
Woman in Rumania.

LONDON, July 29.—The divorce courts 
of Londen, which produce stranger life 
stories than ever’ were. produced by fic- 
tion, revealed another unusuat case to- 
day when a vicar of the Church of 
England, 70 6 ee old, who waa con- 
verted from udaism, was sued. by his 
English wife for divorce on the ground 
that he had a Jewish wife living in 
Rumania. 

‘The Rev. Dr. Aaron Emmanuel Suf- 
frin, Vicar of Waterlooville, Cosham, 
Hampshire, a very conservative parish, 
told the story of how he had come to 
England in 1875 from Rumania aa6, be- 
ing attracted to Christianity or- 
dained a eet in the er rch Of Bng- 
land. He said that tn 1 he had heen 
forced by his family to marry a woman 
he had never seen before to prevent 
him from joining the Greek Church. 

The marriage was hateful to him; he 
loathed the woman, he testified, ‘and 
after living with Her two years he ob- 
tained a Jewish divorce. Dr. Suffrin's 
present wife now wleges that the Jew- 
ish divorcé was not legal under. the Ru- 
manian law and that he still is the 
husb: of hig first wife, who, she dis- 
covered, was living in Rumania.

The average accu- 
mulated delay per ‘hour,: which {s at 
present 1219 seconds on the Broadway 
line, .by the ‘new schedule would be cut 
dawn to 839 seconds. 

On the Lenox Avenue line the present 
delay of 367 seconds per hour. would be 
increased ‘to 578 seconds, but the aver-
